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TO THE SHAREHOLDERS 

Your Directors submit the Annual Report of the Company, 
together with the Consolidated Balance Sheet as at 
December 31, 1970, the related Consolidated Statement 
of Income and Retained Earnings with comparative figures 
for the previous year, and a statement of the source and 
application of funds. 


FINANCIAL 
Consolidated sales of the Company and its subsidiaries for 
the year 1970 were $29,001,416. compared to $28,259,858. 
in 1969. 

Although we were able to achieve a modest sales increase, 
our gross profit margins eroded in the last 6 months of the 
year causing a loss of $168,321. compared to an after tax 
profit of $100,964. in 1969. 

Our profit margins were seriously affected by prolonged 
strikes in the Province of British Columbia particularly 
affecting substantial customers in the logging and mining 
industries in the first 6 months of the year. These strikes 
contributed to generally depressed economic conditions 
and caused this Division of the Company to suffer a 
substantial operating loss for the year. 

The depressed economy in the Prairie Provinces caused 
us to experience a decrease in sales and profits and as a 
result this division operated at a loss for the year. 

For the past few years both the Prairie Provinces Division 
and British Columbia Division have made substantial con- 
tributions to our sales and profits. 

Our programme for consolidation and integration of com- 
panies and product lines proceeded satisfactorily during 
the year, but at a slower pace than originally forecast. 
We experienced some delays in centralizing our computer 
accounting systems in Toronto and now are forecasting a 
completion date for the middle of 1971.

The Company purchased a 2 acre parcel of land for devel- 
opment of a warehouse for distribution of our products. 
The construction of this warehouse is planned for 1971. 
Sudbury 

The Company has purchased a site of 2% acres of land 
for development of a major warehouse to service Northern 
Ontario. The site is located in the Centennial Industrial 
Park and construction of the building is scheduled for 1971. 
Regina 

We completed the relocation of our Triangle Automotive 
Store into more modern and larger premises in September. 
In addition, we opened a warehouse in Regina for distribu- 
tion of automotive products to jobbers and wholesalers in 
the Province of Saskatchewan in early September. 


MODERN AUTOMOTIVE WAREHOUSING 


Warehousing facilities were established under the name 
of Modern Automotive Warehousing for distribution to 
jobbers and wholesalers. 

The Ottawa operation was begun in April and both sales 
and profits exceeded forecast. Initial operations in Hamil- 
ton were begun but have been slow in gaining momentum. 
In Winnipeg and Regina we converted our existing ware- 
house division formerly known as Apex Automotive Dis- 
tributors to our national distribution name. 

Modern Automotive Warehousing has been set up as a 
completely separate division of the Company with its own 
management and sales staff. 

We expect substantial progress will be made in this 
division over the next few years with increased sales and 
profits through our existing distribution pattern and 
through new locations as they are established. 


AIR COOLED ENGINE DIVISION 


We have separated the operation of this division of the 
company from our other activities across Canada. It is 
now operating from separate warehouses in most areas 
and has its own management and sales staff. 

This separation of operating divisions within a company 
has been proven successful by many large distributors in 
Canada and the U.S.A. over the past few years. 


NEW PRODUCTS 

Keyes Supply Company, Limited, a wholly owned subsi- 
diary, has been appointed exclusive distributor for the 
Sylvania line of home entertainment products, television, 
stereo, radios, tape players, for Northern Ontario, Ottawa 
and Eastern Ontario. 

Our division headquartered in Winnipeg was appointed 
distributor for Hupp (Canada) Ltd.’s line of white goods 
under the brand names of Kelvinator, Leonard, Roy and 
Gibson for the Province of Manitoba and the Thunder Bay 
area, effective January 1971. 


OUTLOOK FOR 1971 

It is estimated that the Automotive Aftermarket sales will 
reach 1.4 billion dollars in 1971. With our sales of $29 
million dollars in 1970 being such a small part of the total 
potential, it is difficult not to be optimistic about the future. 
However, our efforts in 1971 will be concentrated on re- 
storing our profits and not on achieving sales increases 
alone. 

As the new appointments indicate, major personnel and 
procedural changes have been made in all divisions and 
Head Office departments and this has continued into 1971. 
We believe they will assist us in achieving improved 
operating results in the current and future years.
